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The  Artist  as  Witness: 

Israel  at  50 
Tuesday,  January  13 

In  recognition  of  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  State  of  Israel,  Susan  Good¬ 
man,  chief  curator  of  the  Jewish  Museum, 
will  present  a  lecture  on  Israeli  artists  entitled 
“The  Artist  as  Witness:  Israel  at  50"  which  will 
take  place  at  7:30  P.M.  on  Tuesday,  January 
13th.  She  will  focus  on  the  artistic  currents, 
social  questions  and  national  identity  that  dis¬ 
tinguish  them  and  will  put  their  works  into 
context,  delving  into  the  unique  social  and 
political  circumstances  that  led  to  their  cre¬ 
ation. 

Living  in  a  small  country  surrounded  by 
hostile  neighbors,  artists  in  Israel  exist  under 
unique  conditions.  While  some  of  them  came 
to  Israel  as  immigrants,  others  belong  to  a  gen¬ 
eration  born  after  the  State  was  founded.  Each 
has  forged  new  ground,  nourished  by  their 
deep  sense  of  belonging  to  the  country  in 
which  they  live. 

Although  this  talk 
can  show  only  a 
fraction  of  the 
work  created  by 
artists  in  Israel, 
slides  of  paint¬ 
ings,  drawings 
and  sculpture  will 
provide  testimony 
to  the  larger  pro¬ 
fusion  of  their 
innovative  artistic 
activity.  They  will  also  demonstrate  the  diver¬ 
sity  of  styles,  worldviews  and  aesthetic 
approaches  found  among  Israeli  artists. 

Susan  Tumarkin  Goodman  received  both 
her  B.A.  and  master’s  degrees  in  the  history  of 
art,  the  first  from  the  University  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  and  the  second  from  Columbia  Universi¬ 
ty.  She  has  been  chief  curator  of  exhibitions  at 
The  Jewish  Museum  since  1972  and  has 
curated  exhibits  such  as  Marc  Chagall, 
1907-1917, 1996;  The  Immigrant  Generation:

Before  joining  this  subcommittee,  she 
introduced  a  resolution  calling  on  the  Admin¬ 
istration  to  press  the  Arab  states  to  recognize 
Israel,  end  their  state  of  belligerency  with 
Israel,  and  end  the  Arab  boycott  of  Israel.  A 
version  of  her  resolution  was  approved  by 
Congress  as  part  of  the  State  Department 
Authorization  Act.

were  singing  and  davening  in  our  own  little 
worlds.  Now,  those  who  attend  can  hear  each 
other  sing,  and  we  sound  like  a  congregation 
with  our  voices  joining  together!  In  the  Sanc¬ 
tuary,  we  sat  at  some  distance  from  one  anoth¬ 
er;  now,  in  the  Chapel,  we  can  feel  each  oth¬ 
er’s  presence,  we  have  a  physical  sense  of  com¬ 
munity,  too!  The  transformation  has  been  mar¬ 
velous! 

The  Friday  evening  liturgy  is  especially 
conducive  to  this  sense  of  warmth  because  so 
much  of  the  service  is  sung  aloud  to  wonder¬ 
ful,  melodic  tunes.  The  mood  and  the  atmos¬ 
phere  are  infectious,  and  people  who  come — 
whether  to  observe  a  yahrzeit,  or  just  because 
they  feel  like  it — never  fail  to  remark  on  how 
surprised  they  were  and  how  much  they 
enjoyed  the  service. 

I  have  been  enthralled  with  the  Friday 


evening  service  since  I  was  seven  years  old.  I 
was  captivated  by  the  melodies,  even  as  I 
struggled  to  follow  the  service  and  to  master 
the  Hebrew.  Camp  Ramah  added  a  new 
dimension  to  my  love  for  this  service,  as  did 
my  years  at  the  Seminary.  Our  service  can 
engender  similar  feelings,  and  I  am  sure  it  will 
be  the  source  of  equally  fond  memories. 

Our  Friday  evening  service  takes  place  in 
the  Chapel  at  6:15  P.M.  and  lasts  for  approxi¬ 
mately  forty-five  minutes.  Come  straight  from 
work;  come  as  you  are;  meet  your  friends  and 
family  in  shul  before  going  home  to  celebrate 
Shabbat.  Come,  discover  and  share  in  the  won¬ 
derful  treasure  that  we  create  together  as  we 
welcome  the  Sabbath  into  our  community.  It 
is  time  that  we  shed  a  bright  light  on  this  well- 
kept  secret.

MITZVAH  SUNDAY  III 
A  Day  of  Enthusiasm  and 
Goodwill 

n  Sunday,  November  16,  1997,  mem¬ 
bers  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  once 
again  performed  a  variety  of  mitzvot. 
The  support  and  participation  of  all  segments 
of  the  congregation  in  the  events  of  this  day 
have  firmly  established  MITZVAH  SUNDAY  as 
a  special  program  in  the  annual  synagogue  cal¬ 
endar. 

Members  of  the  congregation  donated 
blood,  clothing  and  food.  They  made  books, 
quilted  pot  holders  and  created  placemats. 
They  also  generously  gave  time,  volunteering 
at  the  various  drives  to  receive,  sort  and  bun¬ 
dle.  The  children  of  the  Early  Childhood  Cen¬ 
ter  baked  cookies  for  the  blood  drive  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  collecting  children’s  goods  and  partici¬ 
pating  in  art  projects  and  storytelling.  Students 
in  the  Hebrew  School  visited  and  made  a  par¬ 
ty  for  children  living  in  a  Shelter  for  Homeless 
Women.  Teens  packaged  food  for  the  Food 
Pantry  and  visited  with  residents  of  the 
Hebrew  Home  for  the  Aged,  engaging  them 
in  an  oral  history  project.  Families  also  cleaned 
a  part  of  Central  Park,  packaged  toiletries  and 
visited  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  The 
rabbis  and  cantors  offered  study  sessions  on 
topics  ranging  from  mitzvah  basics  to  Jewish 
ethics  on  the  issue  of  organ  transplants.  The 
day  ended  on  a  festive  note  with  champagne 
and  snacks,  joyous  singing  led  by  the  cantors 


and  the  sharing  of  memorable  happenings  of 
the  day. 

Altogether,  the  participants  collected  and 
donated  goods  to  a  variety  of  neighborhood 
and  community  agencies:  the  shelters,  facili¬ 
ties  and  programs  of  the  Jewish  Board  of  Fam¬ 
ily  and  Children’s  Services,  the  Yorkville  Com¬ 


mon  Pantry,  Women  in  Need,  the  Jewish  Guild 
for  the  Blind,  the  National  Council  of  Jewish 
Women-New  York  Section, 
Project  Ezra,  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Food 
Pantry,  Hunter  College  Hil- 
lel,  and  Project  Dignity.  In 
addition,  the  Hebrew  school 
Parents’  Association’s  Flea 
Market  raised  substantial 
contributions  for  the  Camp 
Scholarship  Fund  for  Jewish 
immigrant  children.

Tu  B’Shevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees, 
begins  at  sundown  on  Tuesday  evening, 
February  10th  and  concludes  at  sundown 
on  Wednesday,  February  11th. 

In  Jewish  history,  Hillel  and  his  disciples 
declared  Chamisha  Asar  B’Shevat  a  semiholi¬ 
day.  They  called  it  Rosh  Hashanah  L’llanot 
(the  New  Year  for  Trees)  because  by  this  day 
in  Israel  the  annual  rains  have  ended  and  a 
new  annual  cycle  of  tree  growth  begins. 

On  this  as  well  as  on  virtually  all  issues, 
the  School  of  Hillel’s  decision  was  accepted 
and,  since  the  first  century,  C.E.,  the  15th  day 
of  the  month  of  Shevat  was  been  celebrated  as 
the  New  Year  for  Trees. 

Although  no  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  in  Israel,  the  ancient 
practice  of  planting  trees  has  been  revived  and 
school  children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu  B’She¬ 
vat. 

In  our  religious  school,  children  plant 
trees  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.

Masorti  Movement 

Though  still  peripheral  in  Israeli  society, 
the  Conservative  and  Reform  movements  are 
expanding.  Last  year,  the  two  denominations 
performed  about  350  weddings  and  200  con¬ 
versions;  leaders  say  those  numbers  may  dou¬ 
ble  in  1997.  The  Conservative  movement,  with 
some  20,000  people  (including  children) 
involved  in  50  congregations,  is  about  twice 
as  large  as  the  Reform  movement. 

The  Masorti  Movement’s  kehillot  are  com¬ 
prised  of  families  actively  pursuing  Jewish  val¬ 
ues  and  Jewish  education.  In  Kehillat  Hakray- 
ot,  northeast  of  Haifa,  Israeli  men,  women  and 
children  study  Jewish  law  and  tradition  togeth¬ 
er.  That’s  not  the  norm  in  Israel,  where  syna¬ 
gogues  most  frequently  don’t  have  the  educa¬ 
tion  programs,  and  those  that  do  don’t  permit 
families  to  study  together.  But  it  is  the  norm 
among  Masorti  kehillot.  Masorti  families  study 
Talmud,  Jewish  philosophy,  Jewish  history, 
Jewish  tradition,  Jewish  liturgy. 

All  over  Israel,  there  is  a  deep  feeling  of 
connection  among  families  in  Masorti  syna¬ 
gogue  centers.  They  not  only  worship  togeth¬ 
er,  but  they  know  one  another  and  care  for 
one  another.  Congregations  become  extended 
families,  each  insular  part  connecting  to  one 
another.
